The coming 
of Dr. J. Gordon McPherson, the 
Renowned Black Preacher’s elo¬ 
quent sermons, attract the largest 
crowds seen in any of the churches. 
Men prominent in all walks of 
life of both races are among the 
devout and earnest worshippers. 
Great is the work of this eminent 
divine. Whose influence for good 
is felt among all classes. Sunday 
evening hundreds listened to a 
popular discourse on the great 
theme “The Man Who Wins” 
which was one of the most force¬ 
ful and practical sermons ever 
heard in Bakersfield, and the same 
has been favorably discussed by 
many throughout the city during 
the past week. Special prepara¬ 
tions are being made to make the 
celebration of Easter day the 
greatest ever held in this city. 
Special music wall be rendered 
and Dr. McPherson will preach 
on the subject: “He is Not Here.”

WHY THE PROPOSED CHARTER AMENDMENTS SHOULD BE 
VOTED AS STAMPED ON PAGE ONE 


On the first page of this journal we present to our readers the sample 
ballot containing the eighteen proposed charter amendments. It will 
be absolutely safe, and we earnestly urge our readers, especially the 
colored men and women voters, to vote the ticket from top to bottom 
as marked. This ballot, as presented, was indorsed by the people's 
charter conference, the only body that gave the colored voters a repre¬ 
sentative. On the other charter committees the colored voters had 
absolutely no representation. In fact, aside from the people’s charter 
conference the other charter-making bodies have done every thing 
possible to disfranchise the colored voters by absolutely denying them 
representation. 

While we urge the colored voters to vote the whole ticket, as marked, 
we ask them with especial emphasis to vote “yes” on amendment number 
8. This amendment relates to proportional representation, and, 
should it be adopted, it will not only secure representation in the City 
Council for each political party, but will, without doubt, secure for the 
colored voters and tax-payers representation also. Counting men and 
women, we have something like 15,000 voters in this city, and if each 
of them does his or her duty on election day amendment No. 8 will 
be adopted with votes to spare. When Mr. Whitney was candidate 
on the Socialist ticket for city councilman he received 40,000 votes. 
Under proportional representation, besides the white vote, he would 
have polled the entire colored vote, which would have given him a grand 
total of, say 60,000 votes, which would have elected him and given the 
colored tax-payers the representation that is due them. Should this 
amendment carry and a capable colored candidate be placed in the 
field, he can easily poll 75,000 votes and be elected. 

It requires no extended argument to convince the average Negro 
voter the importance of having representation in the law-making de¬ 
partment of the city. Under the present system the Negro is not only 
refused manly consideration, but the disposition to deny them the 
protection of the law' is becoming more flagrant each day. And unless 
they bestir themselves and secure representation in the City Council 
there is no telling to what extent these matters may be carried. If 
there was a Negro in the Council the police department w^ould easily 
find means of protecting our defenseless women against the unlawful 
attacks of hoodlums. 


AMENDMENT 17, VOTE “NO” 


If the Negroes hope to secure representation in the City Council they 
must vote solidly against Amendment 17. The object of this amend¬ 
ment is to go back to the old ward system of electing councilmen. If 
Amendment 17 should be adopted the city would be divided into fifteen 
wards, each represented by a councilman elected by the voters of said 
ward. Under that system there would not be enough colored voters 
in any ward to elect one of their number to the City Council, as no 
voter could vote for a councilman outside of his own ward. Under 
the present system when a colored man is placed upon a ticket every 
colored voter in the city can vote for him. Such a candidate, if worthy, 
can always count upon 30,000 to 50,000 liberal white voters; and under 
proportional representation would be a sure winner. 

This talk of electing six councilmen at large is a delusion and a snare, 
as no colored man, no matter how capable or popular, would have a 
ghost of a show. So to be absolutely safe in this proposition, vote 
“YES” on Amendment 8, and “NO” on Amendment 17. 

While we have devoted the greater part of our space to Amendments 
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THRU" 


8 and 17, we sincerely trust that every reader of this journal will vote 
the ballot straight as stamped on the front page of this journal. We 
have carefully studied them and can safely recommend them to the 
sufferage of the colored voters. 

When the now dead Lissner Charter was presented to the voters of 
the city for their approval or rejection we attacked it with all the vigor 
of our soul, because, among other bad features, its civil service para¬ 
graph would have put every colored person under civil service out of 
the city's employ. We called the attention of the colored voters to 
this treacherous feature of that document and they voted against that 
charter from 2 to 1 to 15 to 1. Now we urge them with equal emphasis 
to vote solidly for the amendments as stamped on our front page, know¬ 
ing that their adoption will secure fair play for all. 

If, by any mischance, Amendment No. 8 is defeated, we urge every 
colored voter to be on hand next April and vote solidly against the bond 
issues. For we deem it the heighth of folly for a people who are taxed 
without representation to increase their already heavy tax burden by 
voting new bonds. Although the Negroes are paying their full share 
of the $23,000,000 bond issue for building the acqueduct, they have 
not been given a single day's work in its construction. If they had 
representation in the Council they would have been given opportunity 
to do a part of that work instead of letting if go to foreigners who pay 
no taxes. The opportunity for the Negro to secure representation has 
come. Let every Negro voter (men and women) do their duty on 
March 24th.
